UNITING COLONIES OF BEES'. 

An Expert’s Elan For Uniting "Weak Colo¬ 
nies In the Fa\l. 

It often happens that some of the col¬ 
onies are too weak in numbers, and the 
remedy is to unite two or more colonies 
in one hive. There are many plans for 
uniting bees, butG. M. Doolittle, a suc¬ 
cessful New York apiarian, prefers the 
following for fall use. He says in The 
American Bee Journal: 

In the first place, the queens in a part 
of the colonies are to be taken away and 
disposed of in some way, either by sell¬ 
ing or destroying them. Having the 
queens disposed of, wait three days to 
a week, so the colonies may-realize their 
queenlessness,>-, for some cool, cloudy 
day, when it is a few degrees colder than 
the bees desire to fly in, when you will 
find the bees all clustered compactly, 
something the way they are»u winter. 
When taking the queens away, take all 
the combs from the hive hut three, un¬ 
less the colony is too large, leaving only 
those which contain the most honey. 
The combs left are to be spread apart 
from three-fourths to an inch, setting 
them ont two or three inches from the 
sides of the hive, so that the bees may 
all be clustered on these combs instead 
of hanging to the sides or any part of 
the hive. The hive which is to receive 
these bees and combs is to he also pre¬ 
pared beforehand by taking away all 
the combs but three or four, those left 
being the ones hiving the- most honey 
in them, said combs being placed closo 
to one side of the hive. 

When the day arrives, light the smok¬ 
er and put od' your bee veil. Now go to 
the hive having the queen and uncover 
it, giving the bees a little smoke to keep 
them quiet, and leaving the hive open 
so that you can set the other frames 
right in without any hindrance. Next 
go to one of those yon took the queen 
from, blowing smoke in at the entrance 
quite freely while uncovering the hive. 
Blow a few puffs of smoke around the 
combs and over them, when the smoker 
is to be set down and the front fingers 
placed between the first two-frames near 
their ends, the large fingers between the 
second and last frames, while the third 
and little fingers are placed beyond tho 
third frame. Now close np with tho 
thumbs and all of tho fingers, thus lift¬ 
ing the frames and cluster of bees all 
ont of tho hive at once, when they are 
to he carried to the open hive where 
they are to stay and set down in it all 
together closo np to the frames of bees 
that are in this hive. Go back and get 
the smoker, and blow smoke enough on 
the bees to keep them down, when yon 
can arrange the frames, division hoard 
and hive, as you like, without very 
many, if any, bees flying. 

Should a few bees stick to the hivo 
yon took the frames out of, bring tho 
hive to tho one having the united colony 
in it, and brush them out on top of tho 
frames, as they will he pretty well 
chilled by this time/ In doing this you 
will have to smoke those in tho united 
colony pretty well, or many will fly at 
yon, for these partly chilled bees will 
throw their poison out on their stings 
so that the scent of it will anger tho 
bees of that colony that are in tho 
united hive. If you fixed all as it should 
he when taking tho queen away and 
preparing for uniting and smoked tho 
bees as told, there will be only now and 
then, one that will require this last 
operation, as all will ho snugly clustered 
on the combs. Close the hive as soon as 
you have things fixed to suit you, when 
everything is to he removed from tho 
stand of the colony that was united 
with the other. Some bees will fly or 
hover over tho old spot where home 
was, hut not finding it will return to 
tho united colony, having marked their 
new location enough on flying out to- 
know where to go, seeing the old home 
is not found. 

Manure Eor Sandy Sill. 

There are two defects in sandy soil 
which require manures to remedy. One 
is a lack of vegetable matter, because as 
sandy soil does not hold water it is al¬ 
ways warm, and whatever vegetable 
matter it may have is quickly decom¬ 
posed. Green manure is the best, as it 
is the quickest remedy for this. Bu£ 
there are many places where the best 
kinds of plants to plow under for^greon 
manure will not grow. This is owing to 
lack of mineral plant food, chiefly lime 
and potash. Wood ashes contain both, 
and they ought always to he used liber¬ 
ally on sandy land. The potash helps to 
relieve the dryness of sandy soil. It 
will dissolve the sandy particles, mak¬ 
ing a true soil of them, and thus retard 
ing too rapid filtration through, it. 

If clover will not grow, at .first sow 
rye or some other large grain, and plow 
the first crop under. This will make 
humus in the soil, and that will secure 
a clover catch. So soon as clover can he 
made to grow there will he no further 
trouble. Wo would not advise plowing 
under the clover’at first". Cut it and feed 
it to stock. Save all the manure made 
from it and apply it to growing more 
clover. When grain can be top dressed, 
there will be no difficulty in getting a 
catch of clover oi grass, however poor 
the soil may originally have been. -All 
applications of manure on sandy soil 
should he on thef surface. The manure 
will leach down fast enough without 
being plowed under.—American Culti¬ 
vator.

This is a fact worth noting in con¬ 
nection with the many recommenda¬ 
tions of beans as a farm crop to be grown 
on an extensive scale. •

Values of Fertilizers. 

The experiment stations of Massachu¬ 
setts, Rhode Island, Connecticut and 
New Jersey have fixed, as the values of 
fertilizers in 1895, 18% cents per pound 
for nitrogen in ammonia salts, 15 cents, 
for nitrates, 6% ceqts for organic nitro¬ 
gen of fine dry gronnd fish and of meat 
and blood, 12 cents for nitrogen in cot¬ 
tonseed meal, 16 cents in fine bone and 
tankage, 14 cents in fine medium bor# 
and tankage, 11 cents in medium boi * 
and tankage and 5 cents in coarse bom 
and in hair and horn shavings and coarse 
fish scrap', 6% cents for water soluble 
phosphoric-acid, 6 cents for nitrate sol¬ 
uble, 2 to 5% cents in different graces 
of gronnd fish and bone tankage, 5 cents 
in cottonseed meal and wood ashes and 
6% cents for potash as high "grade sul¬ 
phate and 4% cents as muriate. 

These prices are one-half cent lower 
than last year for -nitrogen, "2 cents 
lower for organic nitrogen in ground 
fish or meat, 3 cents lower in cottonseed 
meal and one-half cent higher in fine 
bone and tankage and 1 cent higher for 
lower grades. Phosphoric acid is 1 cent 
higher, except in bone and tankage, 
which is unchanged in the different 
grades. Potash is also the same as last 
year. Commenting on the foregoing. 
Country.Gentleman explains that these’ 
are the prices, ,as hear as can bo esti¬ 
mated, at which the respective ingredi¬ 
ents were retailed for cash in large mar¬ 
kets in the raw materials which are the 
regular sources of supply. These valua¬ 
tions are found to correspond fairly , 
with the average retail .prices at the 
large markets of standard rawmaterials, 
such as sulphate.of ammonia, nitrate of 
soda, dried blood, muriate of potash, 
superphosphates, ground fish and bones

Chemicals Said to Be Superior to Either 
; Boiling or Eiltering. 

According to Dr. Dupont, a physician 
of. Paris, writing in Les Annales d’Hy- 
giene Publique, a safe and effective 
method of purifying water by chemical 
action has been discovered. Dr. Dupont 
notes that hitherto .the methods of puri¬ 
fying drinking water have been by fil¬ 
tration and by the action of heat. Fil¬ 
tration is the oldest and least effective | 
method. Even filtration through porous 
poicelain, the most effective substance 
known, cannot always be trusted,'espe¬ 
cially after the apparatus has been long 
in use. Dr. Dupont does not assert that 
boiling fails to destroy noxious germs, 
but he says that it often leaves in the 
-water organic mg’ter that might be 
dangerous to health, and that boiling j 
makes water less digestible by robbing 
it of its puses.

which water from the Seine was found 
after boiling to contain more microbes 
than before. 

M. Girar, director of, the municipal 
laboratory of Paris, anci Dr. Bordas, a 
pupil of Professor Brouardel, have re¬ 
cently presented to the Academy of 
Sciences, through the chemist Friedel, 
a communication on the purification of 
water by chemical action. The chemic¬ 
als used are permanganate of lime and 
bin oxide of manganese. The permanga¬ 
nate of lime, coming in contact with or¬ 
ganic matter and micro organisms, de¬ 
stroys them and decomposes itself into 
oxygen, oxide of manganese and lime. 
Then, to carry off the surplus of per¬ 
manganate and.complete the purifica¬ 
tion, the water is poured over binoxide 
of manganese. Oxygen in the nascent 
state is thus freed, and it burns up any 
remaining germs. There remain then in 
the apparatus inferior oxides of manga¬ 
nese, which hasten to reoxidize them¬ 
selves and furnish again a certain quan¬ 
tity of binoxide of manganese. The wa¬ 
ter, as thus finally purified, contains 
little lime in the form of' a bicarbonate 
and traces of oxygenated water. 

A very small quantity of permanga¬ 
nate of lime is used in this process. 
Not more than 1.3 grains troy to 
about a quart of wator taken from the 
Seine at a point near Paris resulted in 
the production of perfectly pure water 
as wholesome as spring water. Dr. Du¬ 
pont says that if the process can be made 
successful on a large scale the question 
of purifying water is settled. Water 
containing 100,000 colonies of microbes 
per cubit centimeter can thus be puri¬ 
fied, and ice placed in water with per¬ 
manganate of lime is also quickly ster¬ 
ilized.

People who held scores 
through those long programmes could 
easily find that out. He not only em¬ 
broidered even Beethoven, but he would 
invent Bach. What he invented was 
probably quite as good as what ho hap¬ 
pened to forget and always extremely 
interesting. Still, it was not note for 
note, and that is what the dullards 
gloated over. Bulow was more accu¬ 
rate, but even Bulow forgot or manu 
factored a bar or two occasionally. But 
these, if spots, were sp 6 ts in the sun, 
and certainly all Rubinstein did or left 
nndone serve but to accentuate his in¬ 
dividuality and display his genius in 
new and startling lights.—Fortnightly 
Review. T
